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SERMONS. 

Every now and then a great ado la 
made in the newspapers over ths offer¬ 
ing for sale of sermona In England and 
in this country. We never have seen, 
however, any exposition of reasons why 
it is deemed a crime of such enormity 
to preach a sermon written by another. 
Of course if a minister attempts to palm 
off the sermon of another as his own, 
that would be a heinous offenee against 
the moral code; and if the denuncia¬ 
tions of the press were addressed against 
this, all would applaud. 

But there seems to be au Idea almost 
universal that upon no account would 
it do for a minister to use a sermon not 
of his own writing. More’s the pity. 
How much weariness, both on the part,| 
of pastor and people, could be saved 
were it allowable for the preacher to 
announce from the pulpit that be would 
deliver a sermon written by Spurgeon, 
Alexander or other justly distinguished 
pulpit orator; and then give his congre¬ 
gation the benefit of some of the beat 
thinking and writing of the century or 
indeed of the past centuries. 

Many a moat excellent pastor, more 
useful in bis congregation than any mere 
orator could bn. has only tenth rate 
literary ability perhaps, so that bU 
sermons aro simply endured—the ole 
thorn upon the highly prized rose. Now 
did but custom allow it this good, use¬ 
ful and well beloved pastor could de¬ 
liver to bis congregation as tine ser¬ 
mons as are eujoved by tbe best 
provided churches jn the land. He 
would not be Obliged to tollow the 


structure was Intended to carry. It was 
formerly struck by hand, without jar¬ 
ring, and now la struck by the falling of 
nearly three-fourths of a ton of iron, 
causing the tower to sway with every 
blow.

The town has had tbe use, 
without expense, of the bell and tower 
(which cost us $l,500f for years, k is wel¬ 
come to the past, add can have the fu¬ 
ture use on certain conditions. Tbe 
question Is, shall we continue to main¬ 
tain a structure aad apparatus, getting 
nothing for it, and run the risk of hav¬ 
ing to pay for any damage that may oc- 
cuf\ if tbe thing falls down owing to the 
fact that the town has overloaded It? 
The answer seems easy, aud is easy. It 
is “No.” Ordinary business precaution 
for members of a cori»oratioo rwho are 
individually as well as collectively lia¬ 
ble) says, "Protect yourselves agaiust 
such a contingency or reruoye part or all 
the weight from the tower, aud if neces¬ 
sary take It down." It may stand some 
years as it Is, aud the writer thinks that 
with proper bracing it will.

But even pastors of great literary 
ability have seaaona of distraction and 
weariness when It seems impossible to 
compose satisfactorily. What a relief 
it would be if a ^olume could be taken 
down from the shelves to furnish that 
which the unwilling brain cannot be 
goaded into producing. But custom 
does not allow ft and pastor and con¬ 
gregation both suffer in consequence 
thereof. 

It cannot be said that the^thoughta of 
one man delivered by another will aot 
produce effects, because large audiences 
are alternately moved to tears and 
laughter and have both mind and heart 
powerfully wrought upon by the writings 
of one person delivered by others. Tbe 
stage, of course, la a well known ex¬ 
ample of this, sod there are many others 
that will readll3' suggest themselves. 

If reading of hymns and passages of 
Scripture, creeds and the like are not 
only permissible but effective, why 
should not a good sermon be so likewise? 

We are confident that should tbe ex¬ 
periment be tried the division of labor 
between writer and speaker would soon 
gain universal approval.
